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Reviving  the  Emerson 


Deserted  School  Joins  Arts  Community 


A  huge  brick  elementary 
school,  84  years  old,  rejected  for  its 
original  purpose  due  to  code  defi¬ 
ciencies,  stands  empty  in  downtown 
Bozeman. 

But  not  for  long. 

An  ambitious,  creative  group 
of  citizens  looked  beyond  the  empty 
shell  of  the  old  Emerson  School  and 
saw  an  attractive,  friendly,  structur- 
ally-sound  landmark  that  would 
make  a  perfect  community  arts  cen¬ 
ter. 

The  old  Emerson  School  has 
been  given  a  truly  amazing  future. 

The  group’s  vision,  which  is 
within  months  of  becoming  reality, 
includes  “affordable”  studios  for  ar¬ 
tisans  and  artists,  office  space  for 
non-profit  cultural  groups,  class¬ 
rooms,  galleries  and  retail  space, 
rehearsal  areas  and  a  500-seat  the¬ 
ater.  Prospective  tenants  include  the 
Vigilante  Theatre  Company,  numer¬ 
ous  individual  artists,  Bozeman 
United  Artists  and  the  Montana  In¬ 
stitute  of  the  Arts  Foundation. 

“We’re  moving  cautiously 
because  we  haven’t  closed  yet,” 
said  Susan  Taylor,  project  manager 
for  Emerson  Cultural  Center,  Inc., 
the  non-profit  citizens  group.  “We 
have  wonderful  potential  tenants 
and  we  want  to  let  people  know 
space  is  available,”  Taylor  said,  but 
she  noted  that  contracts  cannot  be 
signed  until  after  the  real  estate 
closing. 

The  Emerson  will  provide 
much-needed  studio  space  for  Boze¬ 
man  artists  who  are  not  yet 
well-known,  Taylor  said.  “The  cen¬ 
ter  will  allow  artists  and  artistic 
types  to  communicate  and  interact, 
to  just  be  around  each  other,”  she 
said.  And  the  500-seat  theater  will 
allow  performances  that  otherwise 
would  compete  with  Bozeman 


schools  for  use  of  the  Willson  audi¬ 
torium. 

Emerson  Cultural  Center,  Inc., 
is  buying  the  building  from  the  Boz¬ 
eman  School  District  for  $427,227. 


An  anonymous  donor  offered 
$250,000  on  the  condition  it  be 
matched  with  other  contributions.  So 
far,  so  good,  but  in  early  September, 
the  group  still  needed  $82,000  to 
complete  the  match  and  repay  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  no-interest  loans,  plus  extra 
money  for  redecorating. 

The  Emerson  could  be  par¬ 
tially  open  as  early  as  November, 
but  next  spring  is  probably  more  re¬ 
alistic,  Taylor  said. 

Renovation  must  come  first, 
although  none  of  the  code  deficien¬ 
cies  detract  from  the  Emerson’s 
suitability  as  a  community  arts  cen¬ 
ter.  Like  many  early  1900's  schools, 
the  70,000-square-foot  school  was 
generously  endowed  with  asbestos 
that  must  be  removed,  and  the  struc¬ 
ture  itself  cannot  meet  1990  seismic 
codes  for  schools.

The  Montana  Arts  Council 
has  subscribed  to  Arts  Wire,  a  na¬ 
tional  electronic  gathering  place  for 
news  about  arts  and  culture  from 
various  electronic  mail  sources  and 
databases  across  the  country. 

Staff  members  have  access 
to  Arts  Wire  via  a  computer  termi¬ 
nal  at  our  office  in  Helena. 

Although  we  are  not  equipped  to 
offer  the  public  direct  access  to  the 
computer,  we  will  share  the  ben¬ 
efits  of  Arts  Wire  through 
ArtistSearch  and  other  avenues. 

“As  we  struggle  with  vast 
distances,  bad  weather,  and  limited 
resources,  using  computer  commu¬ 
nications  for  planning,  proposal 
development,  and  information 
sharing  is  a  realistic  alternative  that 
I  hope  more  arts  organizations  will 
explore,”  said  Bill  Pratt,  director  of 
organizational  services  for  the 
Montana  Arts  Council. 

Pratt  said  the  Council  is  ex¬ 
ploring  the  use  of  other  electronic 
communication  systems  for  its  Ru¬ 
ral  Arts  Steering  Committee.  Its 
participation  in  these  projects  is 
funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Locals 
Program  of  the  National  Endow¬ 
ment  for  the  Arts. 

Arts  Wire,  a  project  of  the 
New  York  Foundation  for  the  Arts, 
is  accessible  from  any  modem  con¬ 
nected  to  a  telephone  and  computer 
that  has  communications  software. 
Arts  Wire  evolved  from  frustration 
over  the  lack  of  communication 
among  artists  and  organizations 
during  the  NE  A  reauthorization 
and  arts  censorship  battles.

The  Literary  Network  Seeks  Help 
in  Battle  Against  Arts  Censorship 


A  grassroots  campaign.  The 
Literary  Network,  is  seeking  mem¬ 
bers  to  defend  freedom  of  expression 
and  help  assure  that  Congress  will 
fund  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts  in  1993. 

The  network  began  in  New 
York  City  in  response  to  a  growing 
number  of  First  Amendment  chal¬ 
lenges,  such  as  library  book 
censorship,  and  a  widely-publicized 
effort  that  began  in  1989  to  limit  the 
kinds  of  art  the  NEA  can  fund. 

The  Literary  Network  noted 
that  two  NEA  grants  recently  were 
canceled  because  the  subject  matter 
was  sexually  explicit  or  dealt  with 
"difficult"  subject  matter.  Congress 
has  supported  legislation  banning 
support  for  works  that  are  "patently 
offensive"  or  "blasphemous." 

Membership  in  The  Literary 
Network  is  free.  The  group  asks  po¬ 
tential  members  to  complete  a 
survey  in  exchange  for  a  quarterly 
newsletter  with  essays,  opinions,  and 
information  on  the  NEA,  as  well  as 
updates  on  NEA  policy  changes  and 


citizens’  action. 

The  survey  asks  which  free¬ 
dom  of  expression  issues  are  of  most 
interest  to  you,  in  what  type  of  politi¬ 
cal  and/or  lobbying  efforts  you  have 
participated,  and  what  actions  you 
would  take  to  protect  First  Amend¬ 
ment  rights.

Effective  Advocacy  Starts  With  a  Personal  Visit 

So  you  want  to  be  an  advocate  for  the  arts!  Great.  Support,  after  all, 
begins  with  you  —  the  individual  artist,  arts  administrator,  board  member, 
or  patron. 

One  effective  way  to  speak  out  for  freedom  of  artistic  expression  is 
to  schedule  a  personal  meeting  with  your  state  legislator  or  Congressman 
to  discuss  the  importance  of  supporting  the  arts  in  Montana,  and  to  thank 
him  or  her  for  any  past  support. 

A  personal  visit  is  best.  Lawmakers  are  usually  glad  to  meet  with 
constituents. 

Here  are  some  tips  for  the  visit: 

1.  Call  ahead  for  an  appointment.  Most  legislators  have  tight  sched¬ 
ules  and  may  not  be  able  to  accommodate  drop-ins. 

2.  Be  on  time.  Arriving  late  starts  you  off  on  the  wrong  foot  and 
you  might  even  forfeit  your  appointment. 

3.  Be  brief.  Outline  your  request  and  the  rationale  behind  the  posi¬ 
tion  you  wish  the  lawmaker  to  support.  Don't  prolong  the  visit  unless  you 
are  invited  to  stay  longer. 

4.  Follow  up  with  a  letter.  Thank  him  or  her  for  taking  the  time  to 
meet  with  you  and  to  hear  your  arguments.  Briefly  state  your  position 
again. 

5.  If  your  legislator  is  not  available,  meet  with  an  aide.  Aides  play 
an  important  role  in  the  legislative  process  and  you  will  stand  a  better 
chance  with  the  legislator  if  an  aide  understands  your  position.  □

the  proposed  cultural  center  has  been^ 
“wonderful,  amazing,”  Taylor  said. 
Talk  of  acquiring  the  old  Emerson 
School  for  a  cultural  center  began 
about  two  years  ago  among  artists,  pa¬ 
trons  of  the  arts,  and  a  variety  of  other 
Bozeman  residents,  Taylor  said. 

When  she  was  invited  to  a  planning 
meeting  last  March,  she  “jumped  on 
the  bandwagon  wholeheartedly.” 

Later  the  group  hired  her  to  handle  the 
business  angle. 

Taylor  attended  Emerson  from 
kindergarten  through  4th  grade,  and 
appreciates  the  school’s  character, 
pale  yellow  walls  and  all.  In  recent 
years,  Bozeman  has  replaced  Emerson 
with  two  new  schools,  Emily 
Dickinson  and  Morning  Star,  both  lo¬ 
cated  in  newer  areas. 

The  Emerson  Cultural  Center’s 
opening  hinges  on  the  group’s  ability 
to  meet  city  code  conditions,  provide 
parking  lot  improvements,  and  re¬ 
model  the  interior.  “My  hope  is  that 
people  will  want  the  building  more 
spiffy,  and  will  volunteer  to  pitch  in,” 
Taylor  said.  “We  want  to  give  it  a 
facelift  so  it  feels  like  a  new  cultural 
center,  not  an  old  school.”  Some 
work,  such  as  refinishing  hardwood 
bannisters,  Taylor  noted,  will  require 
professional  painters  equipped  to  strip 
toxic  lead-based  paint.

Cultural  Fund  Seeks

The  Metro  Dade  Cultural 
Affairs  Council  recently  announced 
the  establishment  of  a  “Hurricane 
Andrew  Relief  Fund,  ”  to  help 
rebuild  the  area's  cultural 
infrastructure  which  was  damaged 
by  the  devastating  storm  in  August. 

The  impact  of  Hurricane 
Andrew  on  Dade  County's  cultural 
community  has  thrown  into  jeopardy 
hundreds  of  resident  cultural 
organizations  and  performance  halls, 
rehearsal  spaces,  and  exhibition 
facilities,  many  of  which  have  only 
been  developed  within  the  last  ten 
years.  Says,  Pauline  Winick,  Chair 
of  the  Metro-Dade  Cultural  Affairs 
Council,  “We  are  looking  at 
suffering  extraordinary  immediate 
and  long-term  losses  (which  will 
have)  a  catastrophic  effect  on  our 
hard-earned  cultural  progress  and  on 
the  entire  county’s  quality  of  life.” 

Contributions  to  the  fund  will 
provide  survival  grants  for 
organizations  whose  ticket  sales 
have  come  to  an  immediate  halt; 
individual  artists  who  have  lost  their 
studios,  equipment,  materials  and 
artwork;  and  arts  outreach  programs 
to  the  “tent  cities,”  shelters,  day  care 
centers  and  schools  with  special 
emphasis  on  alleviating  the  post¬ 
storm  trauma  of  children.

On  the  Road 
With  Suzanne 


“What  is  your  definition  of 
rural?”  asked  the  gallery  director. 
“Well,”  she  replied,  “It’s  ah.. .ah..., 
let's  look  it  up  in  the  dictionary.” 

ru-ral  (roor’  1)  adj.  1 .  Of  or 
pertaining  to  the  country  as  opposed 
to  the  city;  rustic.  2.  Of  or  pertain¬ 
ing  to  people  who  live  in  the 
country.  3.  Of  or  relating  to  farm¬ 
ing;  agricultural. 

“That  certainly  explains  it," 
they  both  laughed. 

Recendy  I  attended  the  annual 
Montana  Art  Gallery  Director’s  As¬ 
sociation  (MAGDA)  conference 
where  that  question  was  posed.  I 
think  it’s  easier  to  say  what  rural 
does,  or  hopes  to  do,  rather  than  de¬ 
fine  it. 

Here's  the  National  Endow¬ 
ment  for  the  Arts  (NEA)  definition 
of  rural:  Sparse  population  whose 
communities  are  geographically  and 
culturally  isolated  and  generally  of 
low  economic  status. 

Most  state  arts  agencies,  in¬ 
cluding  Montana's,  have  a  simple 
definition  of  rural:  Communities  of 
less  than  20,000  people. 

Regardless  of  our  definitions 
of  rural,  we  may  be  able  to  list  com¬ 
monalities  for  areas  of,  say,  under 
20,000  people: 

•  Communities  taking  an  ac¬ 
tive  role  in  ensuring  their  survival. 

•  Arts  events  being  seen  as 
good  investments  by  local  busi¬ 
nesses  and  government  officials. 

•  Creating  friendships  and  ca¬ 
maraderie  among  neighbors. 

As  I  listen,  as  I  share,  as  I  sup¬ 
port  the  development  and  creation  of 
“rural”  community  cultural  activi¬ 


ties,  I’m  aware  of  a  strong  desire  to 
preserve  heritage.  I'm  aware  of  non¬ 
stop  imagination  when  it  comes  to 
community  events.  And  I'm  aware  of 
the  competitive  nature  of  citizens. 

In  some  areas  I’ve  been,  there 
is  no  history  of  cultural  identity. 
That’s  not  to  say  these  folks  live 
without  art,  but  that  they  rely  on 
nearby  communities  to  provide  them 
with  this  part  of  their  makeup. 

Some  areas  are  “off  the 
charts”  as  far  as  culture  develop¬ 
ment  They  have  been  paying 
attention  to  the  creative  side  of  the 
human  personality  for  as  much  as  20 
years.  Most  of  the  areas  I  have  vis¬ 
ited  so  far  are  somewhere  in  the 
middle.  Some  communities  have 
been  working  for  as  long  as  10  years 
with  a  variety  of  cultural  events,  and 
have  small  but  solid  organizations 
with  a  wealth  of  volunteers. 

As  I  travel  and  listen,  I  see 
definite  pictures  of  what  rural  people 
hope  to  accomplish  in  the  cultural 
arenas  of  their  communities.  Some 
want  to  increase  the  diversity  of  their 
programs  and  audiences.  Some  are 
strengthening  and  increasing  their 
areas  to  directly  serve  surrounding 
communities.  Others  are  improving 
their  staffs  and  their  facilities.  Most 
are  looking  to  diversify  and  stabilize 
funding  sources.  Many  are  working 
on  cooperative  strategies  to  include 
organizations  in  the  entire  region. 

All  want  to  maintain  high  artistic 
quality  with  professional  standards. 
And,  all  are  building  upon  what  they 
have  by  using  local  resources. 

Maybe  that  is  the  definition  of 

rural. 

A  Footnote  About  Rural  Art... 

The  United  States  has  56  state 
arts  agencies,  of  which  31  have  spe¬ 
cific  rural  arts  programs  and  13 


others  have  a  rural  focus.  The  re¬ 
mainder  have  a  full-  or  part-time 
staff  person  responsible  for  rural  is¬ 
sues. 

In  1989,  state  arts  agencies 
awarded  9,681  grants  totaling  more 
than  $37  million  for  rural  arts 
projects  that  reached  20  million  citi¬ 
zens  and  involved  22,000  artists.  In 
the  past  two  years,  33  state  arts 
agencies  have  either  expanded  their 
rural  arts  activities  or  developed  new 
initiatives.
